RE-BUILD THE LEAGUE? 

The Fascist grand council, which governs 
Italy under the direction of Mr. Mussolini and 
with diminishing regard for the views of the 
national parliament, says Italy will quit the 
League of Nations unless the League is recon- 
structed on its pattern. Since the grand council 
says so, this may as well be taken as a state- 
ment of fact. 

Precisely what changes the grand council 
wants made will appear in due course. The 
object is stated to be to so modify the responsi- 
bilities and pretended authority of the League 
as to make it possible for the United States and 
Russia to join and for Germany and Japan to 
come back. 

That purpose would warrant almost any 
imaginable reconstruction of the League. For 
apparently the choice is reconstruction or dis- 
integration. The two largest white populations 
in the world are outside, and the two most 
widely suspected nations in the world have 
stepped out. The League is losing its repre- 
sentative character. What is worse, it is losing 
influence in quarters where an influence for 
peace is believed to be most necessary. 

A League which undertook to do less regu- 
lating but did what it undertook to do might 
be an improvement on a League that has 
attempted to invest itself with something of 
super-national authority and has lost a member 
every time it ventured to curb the aggression 
of a powerful nation.

The Passing Show

The lonely chaps at the coast who can't 
afford the luxury of homes, but who like to buy 
a good meal at a restaurant now and then, aie 
rising up to call the Pattullo government 
blessed. The new government has stopped 
collection of the meal tax imposed by the Tolmic 
government, and has also halted the appeal to 
the Supreme Court of Canada to enforce it. 
That's a start to a merry Christmas. 

The new government has also put into effect 
an innovation that cabinet ministers everywhere 
might follow. When Minister of Lands, Hon. 
Mr. Pattullo was distinguished for the prompt 
way in which he despatched business and re- 
ceived callers. He gave a “Yes” or a “No” to 
requests—and it meant “Yes” or “No.” There 
was no “taking into consideration,” none of the 
artistic devices politicians often use to keep 
from saying “No.” Some of his ministers now 
plan to see any caller from out of town inside 
of ten minutes. The new rule surprised some of 
the secretaries. Hon. Wells Gray, Minister of 
Municipalities confirmed it. “You see that they 
come in; I'll see that they go out,” he told his 
secretary. 

There's nothing more annoying than to wait 
for hours in a cabinet minister's outer office, 
only to get an obvious “stall” when the great- 
man-for-a-moment deigns to see you—espe- 


cially in British Columbia where the capital is 


on an island in the Pacific and you have to take 
a sea voyage to get there. 


Irrespective of party politics, it will probably 
be a good thing for all the western provinces 
that a change was made in British Columbia. 
The financial plight of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta is the plight of B.C., but in a more 
acute sense. There is need for united action 
by the western provinces, and a call for leader- 
ship. While we call ourselves Liberals, or Con- 
servatives or Farmers, or Socialists, or what 
not, we all come under the grand classification 
of the guys that have to pay the bills—many 
of us without much left for the tax collector to 
seize. The lead that British Columbia promises 
to make to have her public debt refunded at 
markedly lower interest rates, is one that ought 
to have been given long ago. 

There has been a lull in the reports of the 
Victoria sea-serpent since the Pattullo govern- 
ment got in. Cadborosaurus in the trying days 
before the election contest was seen several 
times peering in the vicinity of the Pattullo 
residence at Cadboro bay, and has only been 
sighted once since. I don’t know if that has any 
significance. 

He (or she, or it) will show up somewhere 
else soon. In 1907, Capt. Sir Arthur Rostron, 
from the bridge of the Lusitania saw a great 
sea monster off the coast of Ireland. He says: 

Its great head was reared about eight 
feet out of the water and was darting from 
side to side with sudden movements such 
as a blackbird makes when hunting for 
worms in a lawn. There were two pro- 
tuberances where eyes might have been, but 
I could see no eyes. 

Its neck was fully 12 to 14 feet long and 
although only part of the body was out of 
water it was plain that its complete length 
was very great. 

The sea monster dived when it got in the 
wash of the Lusitania’s propellers but came to 


surface again, its head still bobbing. 


More recently the residents of Loch Ness 
have described a fantastic monster of over 30 
feet in length, much like the famous Ogopogo 
of the Okanagan Lake “with eyes like motor 
car lamps.” 

The best and most authentic description of 
a sea serpent I have come across is that of 
Capt. F. J. Burton, now a Vancouver resident. 
In 1910 when he was pavigating officer of the 
Indo-China Steam Navigation Co’s S. S. On 
Fang, Capt. Burton saw one fine forenoon off 
the China coast about 700 miles south of Hong 
Kong a strange sea creature. He describes it 
thus: e 
“It had a head like a turtle’s, which stuck 

out of the water, and it seemed to have a 
body about 100 feet long. We could see 
portions of the body, and fins sticking up on 
each portion. 

“It went through the water with an 
undulating motion and kept going at the 
same speed as the ship, about nine knots. 

It was only about 75 yards away and we had 

a good look at it. It was in sight of the 
ship for 15 or 20 minutes. 

“There were five of us who saw it, the 
chief officer, the chief and second engineers, 
the Chinese comprador and myself. We told 
about it some time later when we were in 
Shanghai, and it was published in the press 
there at that time.” 

Capt Burton has a private logbook of his 
voyages. The yellowing book contains a sketch 
of the creature made at the time, and describes- 
the event as happening in “Lat. 8.10N., Long. 
109.20 E, off Prince Consort Shoal.” 

Men who go down to the sea in ships don't 
scoff at the stories of Cadborosaurus. Capt. 
Burton expressed their attitude when he said 
“There are more things in the sea than man 
dreams about. I am never surprised by any- 
thing at sea.” 
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In his address before the Toronto students, 
Premier Bennett proclaimed the blessings of 
poverty, saying: 

It is my profound conviction that one 
of the greatest assets a young man or 
woman can have is poverty. 

A couple of days later at Sherbrooke, Que- 
bec, Premier Bennett made a plea that Cana- 
dians should not hurry to enjoy prosperity, but 
make “slow progression along the road to normal 
prosperity.” For himself as Premier, he said 
his efforts are being directed “to avoid a boom 
which will inevitably entail another depres- 
sion.” 

All this puts Premier Bennett in another 
light than that of the man who rebuked editorial 
writers for having opinions on monetary reform 
when, as the Premier inelegantly put it, they 
have only a few dollars themselves. We nave 
all been wrong in criticizing the Premier for 
not taking steps to bring back trade and sol~- 
vency. He hasn't failed. Premier Bennett has 
been aiming to endow the youth of the nation 
with that greatest asset of all, poverty, and

*MUSHROOM SOUP: Place in one quart of 
cold water, a half cup of diced celery, one diced 
carrot, one tablespoonful of chopped parsley, 
and one cup of mushrooms cut in small pieces. 
Place over fire and bring to boiling point. Keep 
tightly covered, and just below boiling point for 
one hour. When ready to serve, add a little 
boiling water if liquid has diminished from 
original quart, and a half pint to a pint of hot 
cream. Do not thicken with flour or cornstarch. 
Add a little salt at the table if desired. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: B. J. writes: “I have been try- 
ing to reduce for a long time but I have such 
an uncontrollable appetite I simply cannot re- 
| sist eating and therefore cannot follow the diet 
| as you suggest. Are tomatoes, fruit, milk, 
| turnips, dates, cabbage, prunes or oranges fat- 
| tening?” 
ANSWER: I would suggest that you “stuff” 
| on green vegetables whenever you are hungry, 
as they are not fattening and they will reduce 
your hunger for more fattening foods. It would 
| not be advisable for you to use oil on your 
vegetables unless you use mineral oil, which 
is not fattening. The items on the list you give 
are not fattening with the exception of dates 
and prunes. These two have a high sugar con- 
tent. 

QUESTION: Miss Nadine asks: “Can you tell 
me what is the best method of face rejuvena- 
tion?” 

ANSWER: I would not advise such severe 
surgical methods as face lifting unless one’s 
profession is acting. Usually treatments with 
| the ultra-violet ray, skin lotions, hot and cold 
applications, and massage will be sufficient to 
bring about a good circulation to the skin and 
assist in rejuvenating the facial muscles and 
tissues. It may be necessary to take some of 
these treatments occasionally, and it is worth 
while if one can afford thern. In achieving 
beauty, a great deal can be done through de- 
veloping internal] cleanliness principally through 
a good diet and colon hygiene.

On this date, in 1837, the gov-

ers were described as “public 
enemies” and all loyal citizens 
were called upon to secure their 
arrest. A price of one thousand 
pounds was put upon the head 
of William Lyon Mackenzie 
and half that amount was of- 
fered for the capture of his 
lieutenants. 

Fortunately for the fugitives 
it was a mild winter and they 
were able to make their way 
comparatively easy. But Mac- 
kenzie had a hectic time dodg- 
ing loyalists and some who 
were not loyalists but were 
ready to earn the blood money, 
if they could. It took Macken- 
zie four days to reach the 
Niagara border where he 
crossed to Grand Island and so 
to Buffalo. David Gibson was 


concealed at Oshawa for a 
month and then crossed Lake 
Ontario in an open boat. Rolph 
reached Lewiston; others of 
minor importance made their 
getaway; but Lount was ar- 
rested on the shores of Lake 
Erie in exciting circumstances 
and Matthews was betrayed by 
“friends” with whom he had 
taken shelter in East York, and 
both these paid the penalty on 
the scaffold, to become, in later 
years, in the opinion of many, 
political martyrs. 

Perhaps had Mackenzie not 
been so foolish these “martyrs” 
would have escaped hanging; 
but Mackenzie's stupid audacity 
in setting up his “republic” on 
Navy Island and even offering 
a reward of five hundred 
pounds for the arrest of Sir 
Francis Bond Head, the lieuten- 
ant governor, “so that he may 
be dealt with as may appertain 
to justice,” made it necessary 
to show a firm front in dealing 
with the “traitors.” Perhaps 
had Mackenzie kept silent 
Lount and Matthews would 
not have been hanged.

STIFLING PRODUCTION 

Editor, Bulletin: Re your re- 
cent editorial headed, “Swamp- 
ed by Bonds,” referring to 


Newfoundland. 
Debts seem to play an import- 
ant part in the troubles of 


nearly all countries. 

Germany and France used 
inflation to wipe off debts, the 
U.S.A. is moving in somewhat 
the same direction; other coun- 
tries may probably follow. 

The history of business cycles 
shows that debts were built up 
until they were out of propor- 
tion to existing wealth, the 
structure suffered a temporary 
collapse, a large portion of the 
total debt was wiped out by 
bankruptcy (or inflation), and 
the process began over again. 
If this policy is the best our 
economic doctors have to offer, 
we had better call some new 
doctors. Why not get some 
that will not give up till they 
have killed the germ itself and 
not administer a dope (infla- 
tion), to prolong the agony? 

Debts seem to be a common 
trouble the world over, Debt 
is the result of interest bearing 
loans, etc. Interest increases 
the original debt. Loans are 
made because of “interest.” 
Loans are made from profits 
Profits and sav- 
ings accrue from production, 
They form a part of the pur- 
chasing power which produc- 
tion creates. Therefore, what- 
ever portion of profits and 
savings there are deposited in 
banks (for interest) the same 
amount of goods remain un- 
sold, delaying consumption and 
causing unemployment. The 
interest paid on these deposits 
becomes a claim or mortgage 
on future production. When

If the Stettler accident had

profits and savings are loaned 
(for interest) for consumption, 
it is still worse; while the con- 
sumption is taking place there 
is no production with which to 
repay the loan or even the in- 
terest. War debts are a good 
example. On what grounds 
then is “interest” justified? 

If “interest” were abolished 
would it abolish debt without 
injuring the right of private 
property, individual initiative, 
free competition, and the re- 
ward of a profit for produc- 
tive effort? (In all labor there 
is profit.) Investment of profits 
and savings, for production 
without interest, would increase 
production, which would make 
still further profits and add to 
savings. In other words it 
would tend to steadily increase 
the total wealth of all. Accord- 
ing to our efforts to produce 
in excess of our capacity to 
consume, the desire for leisure 
would govern production, 

Can anyone imagine what 
would happen if “interest” 
were abolished tomorrow, and 
a charge made for keeping sav- 
ings in banks? Would it have 
any effect on production and 
unemployment? Could profits 
from production retire a lot of 
existing debts and keep the 
debts from increasing? (No in- 
terest.) Could the receipts 
from retired loans be put back 
into production for profit with- 
out interest, accelerating pro- 
duction, profits and savings 
still further, until existing debts 
were liquidated? Is it a pos- 
sible, permanent, desirable 
remedy for our present eco- 
nomic ills? A book in our Pub- 
lic Library by Lewis Miller, 
called “The Canker in Cap- 
italism” offers food for thought.

Therefore when the Prime Minister goes into a Quebec City 
‘ and tells the people that he brings a message of faith and hope— 
he is simply trying to conceal his abject failure under a barrage 
of words. Faith is scripturally defined as the substance of things 
hoped for—the evidence of things unseen. We are not dealing 
in Canada with things hoped for or things unseen. The lack of 
work; the crashing of the prices of everything raised by the 
farmers; the collapse of railway traffic; the cutting of wages and 
Salaries; the melting away of real estate values; the shutting up 
of young men in relief camps; the turning of girls out to shift for 
themselves; the hunger and distress and lack of suitable clothing; 
are al] actually present, visible, real facts and conditions. There 
is no room for imaginings; no scope for the exercise of either hope 
or faith. We have long since entered the political condition where- 
in faith without works is dead.

This is really and truly the position in Canada today. The

Pointing out that under present 
Alberta divorce court proceedings 
it was quite possible for an inno- 
cent third party to be cited as a 
co-respondent, without ever being 
served with papers or made aware 
of the fact in any manner what- 
ever, and without being given an 
opportunity of denying the atle- 
gations made, Honourable Chief 
Justice Simmons, of the Alberta 
Supreme court, has come out flat- 
footedly in favor of a change in 
the existing law. 

Chief Justice Simmons was one 
of the Alberta judges responsible 
for this anomaly thirteen years ago, 
but says that after the experience 
he has had with the working of the 
law he is convinced that an error 
was made and that the Alberta law 
should be changed back to conform | 
with the divorce Jaws of England, 
where such an injustice could not 
happen.

“No counsel appears to cross- 
examine the witnesses. Under 
the head of injustice, 1 would 
suggest that a perfectly honorable 
citizen of this province might be 
named as the co-respondent in a 
divorce action; witnesses might 
come forward and depose that he 
was guilty of misconduct with the 
defendant. In other words, that 
he had committed adultery with 
the defendant. A decree cf the 
court might issue on that uncon- 
tradicted evidence, and the mar- 
riage between the parties dis- 
solved. 

That particular citizen, who might 
be innocent, would have no notice 
of these proceedings; might have 
no ledge of them, and prob- 
ably would have no know'edge of 
them vere innocent, unless 
Sy current rumor.
